his fall's first-year class at 

Agnes Scott College is the 
largest in the 122-year history of 
the college. 

About 270 first-year students 
will attend Agnes Scott this year, 
breaking the previous record of 
257 first-year students in fall of 
2000. The college welcomed 
its fifth largest class ever (237 
students) in 2009. 

Agnes Scott also received its 
highest number of fall applica- 
tions ever—more than 2,100, 
breaking last fall's record of 1,984 
applications. 

The college's diverse first-year 
class includes students from 28 
states and 10 countries: Bhutan, 


China, Ghana, Haiti, Indonesia 
Jamaica, Mexico, Nigeria, South 
Korea and Vietnam. About 54 
percent are from Georgia, 33 
percent are from other states 

in the U.S. and 13 percent are 
international. More than two- 
thirds qualified for and received 
need-based financial aid. 

The mean GPA of this year's 
class was 3.62, the mid-50 
percent SAT range was between 
1090 and 1300 and the mid-50 
percent ACT range was 24-29. 
This year's class is the first to 
enroll after Agnes Scott's decision 
to adopt a test-optional

KAY KRILL ’77 LEADS ANN TAYLOR STORES 


At the helm for a wild ride 


fe 1996, Kay Krill '77 headed the 
team that launched Ann Taylor 
LOFT. The venture so exceeded 
expectations that it wasn't a huge 
surprise when Krill was named 
president of LOFT’s parent com- 
pany, Ann Taylor Stores Corp. in 
2004. Less than a year later the 
company gave her the additional 
title of CEO. 

Earlier this summer, Krill 
talked about how she man- 
ages a 900-store company with 
18,000 employees (93 percent 
of its workforce is female); what 
it takes to lead in an industry 
that is creative, but profit-driv- 
en; and how Ann Taylor has 
weathered the past few years of 
an economic hurricane. 

Krill was president of the 
ASC Athletic Association; she 
earned a psychology degree 
and studied economics. She 
says beyond the joy she got 
from competing on the ten- 
nis courts, the power of teams is 
an idea that influences how she 
works, and was one of the rea- 
sons why the LOFT brand has 
flourished. 


"The whole growth phase of 
LOFT was really an unbelievable 
journey with a very tight team. 
We were like family,” Krill said. 
"It was a very comfortable, great 
place to be, with amazing asso- 
ciates. We all were flexible and 
dynamic, and jigged and jagged 
until we got it right. 

"| think that I've always oper- 
ated that way, but as the economy 
and __ busi- 
ness condi- 
tions get 
more chal- 
lenging, it's 
even more 
important 
to be col- 
laborative 
and __inno- 
vative and 
growth- 
oriented 
in order to 
succeed.” 

When she became CEO of 
the entire corporation, “it was a 
very different task,” she said. Ann

Madam Secretary Madeleine Albright 
Visit with diplomat thrills student 


hen former U.S. Secre- 

tary of State Madeleine 
K. Albright was announced as 
Agnes Scott's 2010 Commence- 
ment speaker, Lauren Gaia ‘13 
was as excited as the seniors. As a 
student who's worked and volun- 
teered in local and national polli- 
tics since high school, she's long 
admired Albright and her status 
as the first woman to serve as the 
nation’s highest-ranking diplomat. 

"When I found out that she was 
going to be the commencement 
speaker, my wheels really started 
turning to find a way to meet her,” 
Gaia said. She signed up as a com- 
mencement volunteer and soon af- 
ter, a friend told Associate Dean of 
Students Kijua Sanders-McMurtry 
that Gaia was “dying” to meet Sec- 
retary Albright. Sanders-McMur- 
try promised to try and arrange a 
meeting. 

Gaia and Albright had nearly 
crossed paths before, at the 2008 
Democratic Convention in Den- 
ver. Although still in high school, 
Gaia said by then her interest in 
politics was becoming a passion. 

“During the 2004 elections, | 
followed the Kerry-Edwards cam- 
paign pretty closely,” she said. “My 
dad helped foster my involvement. 
We went to a couple of rallies that 


were held in Memphis and when 
the 2008 election primaries rolled 
around, | worked on the Hillary 
Clinton campaign.” 

Gaia was at a birthday lunch 
with her grandmother when she 
found out Clinton would be speak- 
ing at the convention. She con- 
tacted lobbyist Christian Clymer, 


whom she had met through her 


participation ina YMCA Youth in 
Government program and asked 
for advice on the best way to get 
to Denver. Clymer answered by 
providing a ticket, then Gaia got 
herself on a plane. 

“| went by myself and I was as 
nervous as | could be,” she said. 
"This woman walked down and 
asked me if the seats in front of 
me were saved for anybody; she 
thought | worked for the conven- 
tion,” Gaia recalled. “I said ‘no,’ 
and in walked Madeleine Albright 
and sat in front of me. I was just in 
awe. That was enough of an honor 
for me to just be sitting in her pres- 
ence, even though she didn't know 
[ was there!” 

Politicians hold rock-star ap- 
peal for Gaia because she's driven 
to participate in the governing 
process. Following a study-abroad 
experience in Saintry-sur-Seine, 
France, (during the fall of her 


junior year at Immaculate Concep- 
tion Cathedral School in Mem- 
phis), she came back determined 
to work for her own country. 

“I decided that | was so lucky 
to be an American that | wanted 
to do something really patriotic,” 
Gaia said. She called her congress- 
man's office (Rep. Steve Cohen, 
D-Tenn.) and asked about White 
House page positions; they hap- 
pened to be taking applications. 
Gaia spent a week completing the 
application process. As it turns out, 
she was in a mall parking lot when 
her cell rang for the phone inter- 
view. She rolled with it, landed the 
position and headed to Washing- 
ton, D.C.

The Jones’ gift is the latest in a 
string of recent successes for Ag- 
nes Scott. The college raised more 
than $8 million in new gifts and 
pledges during the past fiscal year, 
ending June 30. It was the college's 
best fundraising year since 2004 at 
a time when many colleges con- 
tinue to raise significantly less than 
they did before the recession. 
Jones said she and her husband 
were motivated to give to the col- 
lege because they feel strongly 
that Agnes Scott is poised to

In a challenging economic cli- 
mate, Agnes Scott is committed 
to keeping tuition as affordable 
as possible. The college increased 
total costs (tuition frees, room 
and board) by only 2.95 percent 
this fall. Tuition and fees in- 
creased 3.91 percent, compared 
with the national average of 4.5 
percent at private colleges and 
universities. It was the college's 
second-lowest increase in at least 
35 years 

For the second year, Agnes 
Scott offered The Agnes Solu- 
tion, a program that provides 
scholarships that cover half of a 
Georgia HOPE-eligible student's 
Agnes Scott tuition, as well 
as a $3,000 Agnes Advantage 
Award that can be used for an 
internship, to study abroad or 
for mentored research after she 
completes her sophomore year

On Living Honorably 


t's easy to get depressed about 

America's ethics today. From ve- 
nality and infidelity in high places, 
to a resurgence of xenophobic 
hysteria, to the coarsening of pub- 
lic discourse by those who speak 
loudly with scant regard for fair- 
ness or truth, the content of our 
character sometimes leaves much 
to be desired 

Young people also exhibit some 
disturbing trends. The Josephson 
Institute's 2008 Report Card on the 
Ethics of American Youth, based 
on surveys of thousands of high 
school students, found that 64 per- 
cent had cheated at least once (38 
percent two or more times) and 
30 percent had stolen from a store 
in the previous year—the highest 
rates since this biennial study was 
launched in 1992. Yet a whopping 
92 percent of respondents claimed 
to be satisfied with their personal 
character and 40 percent agreed 
that “a person has to lie or cheat 
sometimes in order to succeed.” 

Not all the news is so bleak 
Many people, young and old, are 
honest, self-critical and idealis- 
tic. But these depressing statistics 
remind us of the importance of 
Agnes Scott's focus on “living 
honorably 

We educate women to think 
deeply, live honorably and engage 
the intellectual and social chal- 
lenges of their time.” Agnes Scott's 
mission statement, with its distinc 
tive reference to living honorably 
is a vibrant part of our campus cul 
ture. A commitment to living hon 
orably is one of the six goals of our 
strategic plan, “Engaging a Wider 


World

Jeanne Addison Roberts '46 
was presented the 2010 Shake- 
speare Steward Award from the 
Folger Shakespeare Library on July 
16, in recognition of her work as 
co-founder of the Folger's Teach- 
ing Shakespeare Institute. In 1984, 
Roberts and Peggy O'Brien (Folg- 
er's then head of education) found- 
ed the Institute, a four-week resi- 
dential program on Shakespeare 
education that connects teachers 
with scholars, theater profession- 
als and master teachers. Roberts 
served as head scholar the first two 
years, and as visiting scholar many 
times thereafter. 

A noted feminist scholar, Rob- 
erts is professor emerita of litera- 
ture at American University and 
author of Shakespeare's English Comedy: 
The Merry Wives of Windsor in Context, 
The Shakespearean Wild: Geography, 
Genus and Gender, and Literary Criticism 
as Dream Analysis. 

“Jeanne patiently and power- 
fully helped us to hack through the 
thickets of male-dominated criti- 
cism and teaching of Shakespeare 
to find new and more useful ways 
to think about the plays and espe- 
cially the women in the plays,” said 
Martha Harris, in an article pub- 
lished on the Folger Shakespeare 
Library's website. Harris attended 
the Institute's first session. “In her 
lectures she showed us how the 
forest of A Midsummer Night's Dream 
was a place where matriarchy flour- 
ished (at least fora little while), and 
how the dark, constricted language 
in Macbeth feeds the tradition of 
burning women at the stake. She 
was providing us with powerful 
tools to both think about the plays 
and think about ourselves.” 

Amrita Sahni '99 was named 
India New Englands 2010 Woman 
of the Year in June. She is assistant 
principal and director of instruc- 
tion at Edwards Middle School in 
the Boston, Mass., public school 
system. 

Her colleagues nominated her 
secretly for the award. Although 
Sahni knew she was among the top 
20 finalists, she didn't know until 
the night of the banquet that she 
had won and was surprised to see 
nearly 30 of the school's faculty 
there to see her receive the award. 

"The class of '99 is extremely 
proud of our dear friend (and my 
roommate),” said Betsy Herrington 


Malkin ‘99, who passed the news on 
to the ASC alumnae office. Sahni 
was a teacher and administrative 
director for Teach for America, and 
later earned her master's in school 
administration from Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

“She is a passionate advocate for 
education and school reform,” Mal- 
kin said. 

When Sahni arrived at Edwards 
Middle about four years ago, it was 
labeled a “failing” school. Her first 
decision was a tough one—extend- 
ing the school day. The “Expanded 
Learning Time” gave students op- 
portunities in arts, athletics, youth 
programs and individual academic 
support. The school has now be- 
come “one of the highest perform- 
ing middle schools in Boston,” 
Sahni said in an interview, and has 
been featured nationally as “an ex- 
emplar for struggling schools.” She 
called the turnaround a team effort 
from administration, teachers, par- 
ents and community partners. 

“One of the most sacred civil 
rights for any child is access to a 
quality education,” Sahni said. 

Less than a month after she grad- 
uated, Justine Schwartz '10 accept- 
ed the job of Agnes Scott's second 
Sustainability Fellow. A grant from 
the Jessie Ball duPont Fund supports 
the two-year position. Schwartz 
follows in the steps of fellow alum, 
Lies van Bekkum ‘08, who is start- 
ing graduate school this fall. Con- 
grats to both Scotties, who work 
with Director of Sustainability 
Susan Kidd '78, M.A.T. '07. 

Which leads us to note Kidd's 
own recent achievement: she served 
as consultant to the United Negro 
College Fund this summer for the 
organization's workshops on cam- 
pus green building; they were held 
in Atlanta, San Antonio and Min- 
neapolis in order to reach the tar- 
get audiences identified by UNCF 
and its partners: historically Black 
colleges and universities, tribal col- 
leges and Hispanic-serving institu- 
tions. 

Also, Kidd received certifica- 
tion in Climate Action Planning 
by participating in a training work- 
shop held at Furman University in 
March. The workshop was con- 
ducted by the American College 
& University Presidents’ Climate 
Commitment, and prepared Kidd 
to lead workshops on preparing 


Climate Action 
Plans. Kidd and 
former Facilities 
Project Manager 
Sharon Jaye led 
Agnes Scott's 


staff, faculty and student team that 
completed the college's first CAP in 
2009. ASC's target date to achieve 
climate neutrality is 2037. 

Amber Sims ‘09 is working with 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association. She wrote: “After a 
stint at a PR firm in Dallas and an 
internship with the Texas Rangers 
baseball club | am now working for 
the NCAA for the next year in In- 
dianapolis!” She is a public and me- 
dia relations intern. While at ASC, 
Sims was a Dana Scholar, worked in 
both the alumnae office and admis- 
sion and wrote for The Profile. She 
was a news intern at Fox 5 Atlanta. 

Valerie Hepburn ‘83, president 
of College of Coastal Georgia, re- 
cently appointed to the American 
Council on Education's Commis- 
sion on Women in Higher Educa- 
tion, to serve a three-year term. 
Members of the commission are 
appointed by the president of ACE 
and provide counsel to the Office 
of Women in Higher Education 
and ACE on policies and programs 
related to women in higher educa- 
tion. The commission also assists 
in evaluating current programs, 
suggests new programs and advis- 
es on matters about advancement 
and equity for academic women. 
“It is a nice recognition to be in- 
cluded with your colleagues across 
the county who are leaders in high- 
er education,” Hepburn said. 

The American Council on Edu- 
cation is the major coordinating 
body for all of the nation’s higher 
education institutions. It moni- 
tors and shapes public policy and 
legal issues important to colleges 
and universities, supports access to 
high-quality postsecondary educa- 
tion for all students and develops 
and advances strategies to increase 
educational access and attainment 
for both traditional and nontradi- 
tional students.

Ap- 
plications increased steadily 
each year, climbing from 1,541 
in 2006 to more than 2,100 in 
2010. 

e Diversity has also risen, with 
record numbers of African- 
American, Latina and_ inter- 
national students enrolled. 
Students have excelled in na- 
tional competitions, winning 
Goldwater, Marshall, Truman 
and Fulbright Scholarships. 
Agnes Scott was named a Top 
Fulbright Producer by the ULS. 
Institute for International Edu- 
cation and ranked No. 2 among 
all colleges and universities in 
per capita production of eco- 
nomics Ph.D.s by the Journal of 
Undergraduate Economic Education. 


Earlier this year, Kiss’ book, De- 
bating Moral Education, Rethinking the 
Role of the Modern University, was pub- 
lished by Duke University Press. As 
an ethics scholar, Kiss has encour- 
aged initiatives that reinforce Ag- 
nes Scott's longstanding commit- 
ment to “living honorably.” These 
have included a new Living Wage 
policy, expanded opportunities 
for staff to have a voice in college 
governance and efforts to promote 
interfaith dialogue. 

Sustainability has also been a top 
priority for Kiss, who appointed 
alumna Susan Kidd '78, M.A.T. '07 
director of sustainability in 2007. 
Kidd has led a broad strategy to re- 
duce Agnes Scott's environmental 
impact. Actions taken include:

¢ completing Decatur'’s first 
LEED-certified building reno- 
vation, the college's historic 
Anna Young Alumnae House. 

President Kiss has helped Agnes 
Scott weather a difficult economic 
climate in recent years. Under her 
leadership, the college has: 

e received more than $8 million 
in new gifts and pledges during 
the last fiscal year, the highest 
since 2004. The college re- 
cently announced the second 
largest gift from a living donor 
in its history, a $2.5 million 
pledge from alumna Elizabeth 
“Libby” Jones '73 and her hus- 
band, Gary. 

* maintained a tightly balanced 
budget, making it possible to 
keep tuition and fees increases 
at historic lows of less than 3 
percent for each of the past 
two years; and 

e¢ introduced The Agnes Solu- 
tion, a program that packaged 
existing funding to include 
scholarships that cover half 
of a Georgia HOPE-eligible 
students Agnes Scott tuition, 
as well as a $3,000 Agnes Ad- 
vantage Award that may be 
used for an internship, to study 
abroad or to support mentored 
research after a student com- 
pletes her second year. 

Kiss is a trustee of Duke Univer- 
sity, the Atlanta Regional Coun- 
cil for Higher Education and the 
Woodruff Arts Center. She also 
serves as a director of the National 
Association for Independent Col- 
leges and Universities. In 2008, 
Davidson College awarded Kiss 
its Distinguished Alumni Award 
in 2008. She also won a Turknett 
Leadership Character Award in 
2007 and was named a “Woman 


of Distinction” by the Girl Scout | 
Council of Northwest Georgia in | 


2007 and a “Woman of Excellence” 
in 2009 by Business to Business maga- 
zine.

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brands, and she was charged with 
keeping them distinct and let the 
two “develop their own personali- 
ties,” she said. 

While Krill was delighted with 
her new job and felt prepared to 
lead, “I had primarily been a mer- 
chant my entire life,” she said. 
“And now | have the general coun- 
sel reporting to me and finance re- 
porting to me and HR and supply 
chain, technology and all of these 
functions that I had not previously 
had experience with—so that was 
a huge learning curve. It's been an 
amazing five years.” 

She says the two stores’ diverg- 
ing personalities have emerged as 
planned. 

“The LOFT client is “genuine, 
a real, hardworking, family wom- 
an," Krill said. The more casual 
and less expensive LOFT style 
works for a wide range of ages. 

“The difference between the 
two is the LOFT girl gets up in 
the morning and looks in her 
closet and says, ‘What do | feel like 
wearing today?’ The Ann Tay- 
lor girl gets up in the morning, 
runs through her head, ‘Who am 
I meeting with today? What do | 
need to look like?’ and wants to 
always be appropriate and picks 
her outfit to be appropriate. So it's 
a very different dynamic between 
the two customers,” she said. 

While fashion is always in flux, 
Krill says advertising, selling and 
delivery have also changed dra- 
matically recently. While she 
doesn't spend much time with 
social media personally, Ann Tay- 
lor brands use Twitter, Foursquare 
and Facebook. 

“| rarely get on, because I'm so 
passionate about the company 
that when | hear or read things on 
a blog or on Facebook that aren't 
favorable, | get really upset,” she 
said, laughing. 

But the idea of communicat- 
ing with customers instead of just 
pushing images and ad copy is 
great, Krill said. She expects a re- 
tool of the company’s websites to 
include a comments option. 

“That's really not that common 
in apparel," she said. “It's very com- 
mon in electronics, if you're buy- 
ing a television or air conditioner 
or whatever to read customer re- 
views. We're going to do it in ap- 
parel because we've really done a 
lot of research on it ... so we're 
going to stick our neck out and do 
that in September or October and 
I'm hoping that it will be mainly 
positive.” Another change for the 
site is they will be able to fulfill 
international online orders which 
they've not be able to do before— 
even though roughly 5 percent of 
their sites’ visitors are outside the 
LS. 

And while “Live, Love, LOFT,” 
has been a very successful tagline, 
Krill said they're getting ready 
to roll out, “At Ann, Inc., we get 
women,” to reinforce the compa- 
nys commitment to understand- 
ing its customers—which influ- 
ences each new season's colors, fit, 
themes, prints, fabrics, materials 
and accessories. 

“If you look at a lot of our com- 
petitors, Gap or Banana or J. Crew, 
they have men’s assortments, they 
have kids, they appeal to other 
people. We only service women 
in both of our brands; it's really a 
defining point,” Krill said. 

“We understand [women], we 
get them and that's a very pow- 
erful statement. | think it's really 
putting a stake in the ground that 
we want to own every aspect of 
helping women be their best. If 
looking good and wearing the 
right clothes can help them feel 
and be their best, then that's what 
we want to be there for." 


As with many employers in 
America, Krill has faced hard 
decisions from store closings to 
layoffs. She said no retailer was 
ready for a recession of this size 
and duration. 

“There was no textbook on 
how to deal with this kind of 
economy,” Krill said. “I have had 
so many roundtable discussions 
with my peers and the board. 
There's no way that any of us 
could've prepared for this. 

“We really had to react quick- 
ly, and we had to restructure the 
company and believe me, we had 
three layoffs that were not pleas- 
ant. It was a horrific thing to go 
through, but | was bound and de- 
termined that we would make it 
through this in a healthy financial 
position and we have," she said, 
adding, “I always try to think of 
the 18,000 employees that we 
have and protecting the greatest 
percentage of them and doing the 
right thing for them.” 

There have been “tough deci- 
sions every day for the past 18 
months and we're not out of the 
woods yet,” she said. “I would say 
that the economy right now is still 
going to be a rough ride, proba- 
bly. From what a lot of economists 
are telling us, through the middle 
of next year.” 

Krill said she's proud of pro- 
grams like the long-running 
"LOFT loves teachers,” discount/ 
rewards program for educators, 
and the more recent “Ann Cares 

" initiative that turned into a 
partnership with Estee Lauder that 
raised more than $2 million for 
breast cancer research. The com- 
pany also has a relationship with 
Marlo Thomas’ charity, St. Jude's 
hospital. Ann Cares has raised $2 
million for that children’s health 
care foundation, too. 

“I fly in the best and the most 
successful store managers every 
year and | was having lunch with 
them and | thought that they 
were going to talk to me about, 
you know, ‘| need more inventory,’ 
or ‘I need more marketing in my 
region,’ Krill said. “They talked 
to me about, ‘When are we going 
to be a more giving organization? 
Our clients are givers and what 
are we going to do to make a dif- 
ference in women's lives?" 

Krill is characteristically up- 
beat, if a little cautious, on Ann 
Taylor Stores’ future. 

“I'm feeling great about both 
brands and they're both doing 
well right now and | think that 
we have learned how to control 
our inventory and control our ex- 
penses, We've got great product 
to offer and great marketing cam- 
paigns for the fall season and the 
holidays. | think that we're well- 
positioned for continued growth.” 

As a veteran who knew the 
floor at Macy's and worked her 
way up through Carroll Reed and 
Talbot's, she tries to stay in touch 
with all parts of the company. Her 
lunches with Ann Taylor leaders 
put together staff from disparate 
divisions, and Krill only seats 
eight at her table, “because that's 
when people really talk.” 

“When | have these big meet- 
ings, 100 or 200 people in a room, 
no one really talks or asks ques- 
tions. When | make it a more in- 
timate setting, that’s when I really 
find out what's going on," she said. 

“One of the things I say in al- 
most every speech I give is, ‘If you 
want to know the answer, just ask

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ambitious and achievable.” 

Jones received her master's de- 
gree in psychoeducational disabil- 
ities and reading from New York 
University in 1976 and her Juris 
Doctorate in 1995 from Seton Hall 
University School of Law. She was 
elected to the Agnes Scott Col- 
lege Board of Trustees in 2004 and 
is a co-chair of the college's com- 
prehensive campaign, currently in 
its quiet phase. Jones has served 
as an in-house pro bono attorney 
with Legal Services of Northwest 
Jersey. She also served in the same 
capacity with New Jersey Crime 
Victims Law Center and as an as- 
sociate with Strasser law firm. In 
recognition of her extraordinary 
work, Jones received the Equal 
Justice Award in 2004 from Legal 
Services of New Jersey for her ef- 
forts to help secure greater justice 
for disadvantaged people. 

Before becoming an attorney, 
Jones was a teacher, tutor and 
reading specialist for learning- 
disabled children. An active vol- 
unteer, she has been president of 
a parent-teacher organization and 
a trustee of an education board. 
Jones also serves on the board of 
the John and Mary Franklin Foun- 
dation. 

Gary Jones recently retired af- 
ter more than 30 years on Wall 
Street as senior managing director 
at Credit Suisse First Boston. He is 
a graduate of the Georgia Institute 
of Technology and received his 
M.B.A. from the Darden School at 
the University of Virginia. Jones is 
a professor of the practice at Geor- 
gia Tech and teaches a course for 
M.B.A. candidates and upperclass- 
men on the management of finan- 
cial institutions.

eye-opening and exciting, it was 
mind-opening. 

“From my first experience trav- 
eling out of the United States as 
a high school student on a study 
trip to Italy, | realized the amaz- 
ing power of international travel,” 
she said. 

Her most significant experi- 
ence abroad, she said, has been as 
a Fulbright Scholar in Croatia, in 
2007. She taught undergraduate 
and graduate courses in American 
womens history and culture, and 
conducted research on women’s 
experiences with war. 

Two years later, the Fulbright 
program invited her back to con- 
tinue work integrating women’s 
studies into other subject areas 
at the University of Zagreb, the 
country's oldest and largest uni- 
versity. She returned to Croatia 
this April for a month, and, while 
there, laid the groundwork for 
student exchange opportunities 
for Agnes Scott. 

Reflecting on her own edu- 
cation, Stefanco said she first 
thought she'd teach high school 
after earning her bachelors. But 
staff and professors at the Univer- 
sity of Colorado convinced her to 
pursue a graduate degree in wom- 
en's history. 

“At that time—the late 1970s— 
there were only two places in the 
United States that offered degrees 
in this new field, and an offer of 
a full scholarship from the State 
University of New York at Bing- 
hamton made it an easy choice 
for me to go there,” Stefanco said. 
After completing the master's pro- 
gram, Stefanco looked closely at 
Duke University (where later, 
ASC President Elizabeth Kiss was 
Nannerl O. Keohane Director of 
the Kenan Institute for Ethics). 

"| chose Duke because of the 
opportunity to work with re- 
nowned scholars, and because | 
was offered a position as the first 
coordinator of women’s studies 
there,” Stefanco said. “So along 
with earning my Ph.D., I| also 
worked with others to launch 
women’s studies at Duke.” 

Following a one-year position 
as a visiting assistant professor at 
Oklahoma State University, Ste- 
fanco took a tenure-track job at 
Wheaton College, when it was a 
womens college. A desire to be on 
the west coast with her husband, 
who worked in the film industry, 
led her to California State Uni- 
versity, where she served as both 
a faculty member and administra- 
tor. Stefanco was most recently 
founding dean of the College of 
Humanities and Social Sciences at 
the Stanislaus campus, a Hispan- 
ic-serving institution where about 
70 percent of the student body 
are women, she said. The job in- 
volved working with faculty to 
create new degree programs such 
as visual anthropology and digital 
media, green systems, geographic 
information systems and _ social 
sciences. 

During her tenure at Stanislaus, 
she also signed agreements creat- 
ing new programs for student and 
faculty research in Portugal, Bra- 
zil, Honduras and Croatia. 

In pursuing her own degrees, 
Stefanco focused on women's his- 
tory in the Civil War South and 
the Western frontier. 

My interest as an historian is in 
ordinary women and their experi- 
ences, and ordinary men as well,” 
she said. “I want to understand 
what made my great-grandmoth- 
ers generation different from my

grandmother's and my mothers, 
in terms of opportunities—or lack 
thereof—for education, personal 
fulfillment, choices in work and 
opportunities for advancement.” 

And over two decades in aca- 
demia, her work has become 
“highly interdisciplinary,” she said. 

“| have always worked with 
scholars in widely different fields," 
she said. At Cal Poly she created 
the Forum on Women Science 
and Technology, which promoted 
scholarship on women, but also 
bridged gaps between the poly- 
technic fields, the sciences, and 
the liberal arts. Stefanco's work 
also includes National Science 
Foundation-funded research with 
engineering and architecture 
scholars. 

“In my work as a dean, | have 
grown even more interested in 
other disciplines and in  find- 
ing the common ground among 
them,” Stefanco said. “For me, 
that has largely been around the 
scholarship of women and gender 
issues.” 

So finding a women’s college 
that believes in study abroad, the 
powerful interdisciplinary nature 
of the liberal arts and the promo- 
tion of women in science led her 
to pursue the dean and vice presi- 
dent for academic affairs position 
at Agnes Scott. 

“| am absolutely thrilled to re- 
turn to a women’s college, where 
I began my career,” she said, “And 
I'm enthusiastic about the oppor- 
tunity to partner with members 
of the Agnes Scott community in 
providing a transformational ex- 
perience for students.” 

President Kiss said Stefanco's 
“energy, charisma, approachable 
style and sense of humor will 
serve her well in her new role.” 

“Carolyn brings a strong record 
of creative leadership in curricu- 
lar development and innovation, 
strategic planning, financial man- 
agement and fundraising and fac- 
ulty and staff development,” Kiss 
said. 

"She also has a deep commit- 
ment to the education and ad- 
vancement of women, to the lib- 
eral arts and to interdisciplinary 
collaboration."

Schmidt led Agnes Scott in 
feminism, global insight 


uth Schmidt, Agnes Scott 

College's first female presi- 
dent and an early champion 
of campus diversity and_ inter- 
national study, passed away 
May 24 at the age of 79. 
Schmidt served as president of 
Agnes Scott from 1982 until 1994, 
ushering in many changes at the 
college. Among her priorities 
as president were international 
education for students and in- 
creased diversity among faculty 
and students. During her ten- 
ure the Julia Thompson Smith 
Chaplaincy was established, 
and a celebration of Schmidt's 
life was held June 16 in the Julia 
Thompson Smith Chapel. 

Schmidt created Agnes 
Scott's Global Awareness pro- 
gram in the mid-1980s (before 
study abroad was as prevalent 
as it is today) to provide most 
students with travel to less-visited 
countries outside traditional Eu- 
ropean destinations. Agnes Scott 
College's Board of Trustees also 
welcomed its first female chair, 
Elizabeth H. Cameron, during 
Schmidt's time as president. A gift 
from Cameron created The Ruth 
Schmidt Scholars Program in 
2008, honoring Schmidt's passion 
for international study by provid- 
ing scholarships for students to 
study abroad, with an emphasis on 
social justice and gender equality. 
The first Schmidt Scholar, Darah 
Tabrum ‘11, studied in Nicaragua 
this past semester. 

As first female president of the 
college, Schmidt replaced the “fa- 
ther figure” president of the past, 
but not with a mother figure, said 
ASC Trustee Suzanne Feese ‘84, 
who was Student Government 
Association president during 
Schmidt's tenure. 

"She was a professionally suc- 
cessful, independent-minded 
woman leader who spoke her 
mind and had a backbone,” Feese 
said. 

Schmidt didn't slow down af- 
ter retiring from Agnes Scott in 
1994. She traveled extensively, 
often to participate in aid efforts 
in developing countries. She was 
active in Georgia Women's Ac- 
tion for New Directions (WAND) 
and met weekly in Colony Square 
since 2002 to protest the United 
States’ military involvement in the 
Middle East. 

A devoted advocate for peace 
and social justice, Schmidt was 
asked in a 2009 article what it 
meant to be a pacifist. She re- 
sponded, “Well, you don't believe 
in war as an answer to anything, 
and you're basically non-violent 
with anything from your person- 
al life to international relations. 
It does not mean being passive. 
My parents were brought up 
Mennonites. My father was a con- 
scientious objector to World War 
I, but he became pretty hawkish 
by the second World War." 


In 2003, Feese was driving 
downtown when a flash of white 
hair caught her eye. 

"There were some peace pro- 
testers doing their thing on the cor- 
ner of Peachtree and 14th," Feese 
said. “As I drove by, | thought ‘that 
sort of looks like Dr. Schmidt.’ 


So | went 
over there 
at lunch 
and sure 
enough, it 
was she. 
We had a 
wonderful 
conversa- 


tion, and | 
saw her at 
least once 
a month af- 
ter that on 
the peace 
corner. She 
got frailer and frailer, and eventu- 
ally had to do her protesting from 
a chair.” 

Schmidt was a woman of strong 
faith and a leader in her church, 
serving on North Decatur Presby- 
terian Church's Peace and Justice 
Committee. She helped found a 
weekly prayer circle, Prayers for 
Peace at Wesley Woods, a retire- 
ment community in Decatur. 

Before her 12-year tenure as 
Agnes Scott's president, Schmidt 
had a distinguished career in edu- 
cation. She began teaching high 
school Spanish and English in 
Minnesota in 1952 and was a pro- 
fessor of Spanish at Mary Bald- 
win College in 1955. She joined 
the State University of New York 
at Albany in 1962 as an assistant 
professor of Spanish, eventually 
rising to dean of humanities in 
1973. She was provost and profes- 
sor of Spanish at Wheaton Col- 
lege in Massachusetts from 1978 
to 1982. 

Schmidt graduated from Augs- 
burg College summa cum laude in 
1952 with a B.A. in English and 
minors in Spanish and library sci- 
ence. She received her M.A. in 
Spanish in 1955 from the Univer- 
sity of Missouri and her Ph.D. in 
Spanish in 1962 from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. 

The last time Feese saw the 
former president was when the 
Schmidt Scholars program was 
announced. 

“By chance, | was sitting in the 
row behind her,” Feese said. “Her 
total surprise and joy at the an- 
nouncement were so moving.” 

Feese said Schmidt was com- 
mitted to the idea that global 
awareness and study were an inte- 
gral part of an Agnes Scott educa- 
tion and a well-lived life. 

“It was part of her DNA. It was 
and is one of her immediate and 
enduring contributions to the col- 
lege," Feese said. “I am thankful 
the college honored her formally 
while she was alive, and in a way 
so appropriate and meaningful.”

“We sent an e-mail to alumnae ask- 
ing to ‘borrow’ their living rooms 
for a book event, and the respons- 
es poured in—from Los Angeles 
to Boston to San Antonio and ev- 
erywhere in between,” said Kim 
Vickers ‘87, director of alumnae 
relations.'We engaged more than 
double the number of alumnae 
who have participated in events, 
other than reunion weekend, in 
previous years.” 

Volunteer hostesses were mailed 
a package from the college that in- 
cluded the DVD, a copy of Einstein's 
Dreams, a T-shirt, a journal, cock- 
tail napkins and a stipend for re- 
freshments. Alumnae compliments 
followed each event. 

"As a group, we ranged from 
alums who graduated in 1950 to 
2004, and the depth of the group 
was so impressive. | was proud to 
be part of the experience,” said 
Jamie Lee Fraser, a class of 2001 


graduate who attended the event 
in Charleston, S.C. 

Scottie Book Month spurred more 
alumnae participation at a lower 
cost than alumnae events in previ- 
ous years. 

"Scottie Book Month is a great 
example of thoughtful creativity 
when you have to do more with 
less,” said Rob Parker, vice present 
for college advancement. “With a 
tighter budget, Kim and her staff 
were able to create a successful 


event that brought together more 
alumnae than the college has en- 
gaged in years for meaningful dis- 
cussion and connections.”

Distinguished Career 


fter leaving Agnes Scott, Page 

Smith Morahan ‘61 began a 
successful career in  microbiol- 
ogy. Her early research involved 
interferons, an antiviral approach 
to treating pathogens, including 
cancer. 

While she's a professor of micro- 
biology and immunology at Drexel 
University, Morahan says she has 


moved from the lab and is now 
“more a social science researcher.” 
But her results are manifest in hard 
data. Of all women in executive 
level positions in academic medi- 
cine and dentistry in the U.S. and 
Canada, 25 percent are held by 
graduates of the Drexel University 
program where Morahan is found- 
ing director. 

Since its first class of 25 fel- 
lows in 1995, nearly 700 women 
have completed the Hedwig van 
Ameringen Executive Leadership 
in Academic Medicine (ELAM) 
fellowship. Currently, four of the 
15 women deans at U.S. medical 
schools, six of the 12 women deans 
at U.S. dental schools and two of 
the 12 women deans at U.S. public 
health schools are ELAM alumnae. 
The program includes schools of 


medicine, dentistry and_ public 
health. 

‘I'm very proud of our accom- 
plishments in almost 20 years,” 
Mora- 
han said. 
“We've

Those members are 
medical institutions whose funding 
supports ELAM.

The year-long program is an in- 
tensive one that combines physical 
meetings, web collaboration, dis- 
tance learning, phone conferences 
and small project groups of seven 
or eight fellows and a senior fac- 
ulty adviser. Three key aspects are 
organizational knowledge (a mini- 
M.B.A. of sorts); emerging lead- 
ership issues in academic health 
administration; and personal and 
professional development. The 
program includes readings, class- 
room instruction, small group case 
analysis and institutional project 
development. 

Before being approached to lead 
the program in 1993, Morahan 
had just completed a sabbatical as 
a fellow of the American Council 
on Education. One reason Drexel 
University appealed to her was its 


long history of supporting women 
in medicine. Its Female Medical 
College of Pennsylvania opened 
in 1850, the first medical school 
for women in the world. A mem- 
ber of the college's first class, Ann 
Preston, M.D., established Wom- 
an's Hospital of Philadelphia and 
was the first female dean of a U.S. 
medical school. 

As with many professional fields 
including architecture and law, fe- 
male students make up at least half 
of students pursuing those degrees, 
but the number of female deans 
and professors lags far behind. 

An applicant for an ELAM fel- 
lowship must already have the 
confidence of her institution: it 
requires associate or full professor-

Family’s Struggle with Immigration Policy Becomes Documentary

“Tony and Janina’s American 


pees is a polarized issue, 
with an increasing number of 
states passing their own laws— 
from Arizona to now Georgia, 
where Senate and House bills 
were introduced this term. 

Ruth Leitman’s film, “Tony & 
Janina’s American Wedding,” ex- 
amines U.S. policy through the 
lens of a Polish-American family, 
Tony and Janina Wasilewski and 
their son, Brian. While Tony is a 
naturalized citizen and Brian is a 
citizen by birth, Janina was de- 
ported in 2007, after 18 years in 
the United States. Leitman says 
their scenario happens hundreds 
of times a day and argues when 
policy separates families, it needs 
rethinking. 

Leitman came to Agnes Scott 
Nov. 15 for a screening of the 
documentary, followed by a panel 
discussion. 

“Il met them on the worst day of 
their lives,” Leitman told the audi- 
ence of more than 200. That day 
was when Tony put his wife and 
son on a plane to Poland. 

Tony Wasilewski accompanied 
Leitman and joined the discus- 


sion afterward, which included 
attorney Sue Colussy and former 
ASC visiting Assistant Professor of 
Religious Studies Marie T. Fried- 
mann Marquardt. Leitman came 
to Agnes Scott via an invitation 
from Lisa Alembik, director of the 
Dalton Gallery. 

Tony and Janina both arrived in 
the U.S. in the 1980s, but didn't 
meet until they were in the States. 
They married, started a successful 
cleaning business, bought a home 
and made friends in Schiller Park, 
one of America’s largest Polish im- 
migrant communities, near Chi- 
cago. 

In 2007, Janina was deported 
and banned from re-entry to the 
ULS. for 10 years, subject to U.S. 
Immigration and Nationality Act, 
section 212 (a)(9)(b). She had 
previously sought and was de- 
nied political asylum. Because she 
remained in the U.S. illegally af- 
terward for more than a year, the 
10-year penalty was invoked. Ac- 
cording to the film, Janina didn't 
have an interpreter during her 
hearing and did not understand 
the consequences of staying in the

country while trying to obtain citi- 
zenship. 

When Janina was deported, 
Brian was 6, so Tony told his son a 
white lie—he was going on a trip, 
a vacation. Nearly four years later, 
he's still there. 

Alembik and Meghan Ryan ‘11 
organized the panel discussion, 
which led with Colussy, former 
director of Immigration Legal 
Services for Catholic Charities 
Atlanta and an attorney with 25 
years experience in immigration 
law. Colussy said revising eight to 
10 things in the code “would solve 
about 90 percent of immigration 
problems.” Among those, she said, 
would be removal of the three- 
and 10-year bars from re-entering 
the country that was invoked in 


Janina’s case. 


Marquardt said enforcement 
has become a growth industry in 
rural Georgia. Since some Geor- 
gia sheriffs began enforcing fed- 
eral immigration policy through 
the 287(g) program in November 
2009, traffic stops and minor vio- 
lations have resulted in long waits 
in private holding facilities such as 
the one in Lumpkin, Ga. Colussy 
agreed, and added that Correc- 
tions Corporation of America, a 
private firm that runs the facility, 
“is the largest employer in Stewart 
County.” 

The federal program is designed 
to snare illegal immigrants with 
violent or felony records, but has 
swelled court dockets and hold- 
ing cells. According to a Novem- 
ber 2010 Atlanta Journal-Constitution 
article, two federal judges were 
appointed last year to deal with 
backlogged immigration dockets, 
due to long waits in holding facili- 
ties—63 days on average. Late last 
year, judges were scheduling cases 
into 2013. 

Leitman said an average 1,000 
people are deported daily, and ar- 
gued “a small percentage of those 
are criminals.” She said 350,000 
families were separated by depor- 
tation in 2007.

Winship, Walters Vie for Greenest Hall

he time-honored tradition of 

collegiate competition is alive 
and well at Agnes Scott with the 
addition of a new technology that 
allows students to vie for the title 
“greenest residence hall.” 

The college will install touch 
screen displays in two first-year 
residence halls, Winship Hall 
and Walters Hall, which tell stu- 
dents—in real time—how much 
electricity their building is using 
and has used in the past. But more 
importantly, the displays reveal

how much power the building 
is using compared to a rival resi- 
dence hall. 

“We think competition will be 
fiercest in the first-year dorms, so 
we decided to start with screens 
in those buildings,” said Justine 
Schwartz '10, sustainability fellow 
at Agnes Scott. 

The college is planning to add 
displays in several other campus 
buildings over time but chose

the first-year residence halls as 
the best initial sites. The halls are 
roughly the same size and with the 
same number of residents, making 
the two good choices for a fair 
competition. Future competitions 
will need to pit buildings with a 
similar number of occupants and 
similar types of power use against 
each other, Schwartz said 

The data for the displays is 
generated by the college's “energy 
dashboard," which tracks electric- 
ity in seven buildings on campus 
Natural gas and water tracking 
will be added to the displays and 
energy dashboard in the near 
future 

Via a website open and acces- 
sible to the public, the dashboard 
compares electricity use from 
building to building and tracks 
use over time, both at different

atching Agnes Scott's 1966 
College Bowl victory over 
Princeton was a highlight of our 
recent trustee meeting. The half- 
hour program (which can be 


viewed from the “resources” page 
of the Alumnae Life section of our 
website) not only demonstrates 
that game shows on national tele- 
vision were a lot more highbrow 
40 years ago than they are today, 
but also serves to remind us of 
some wonderful continuities at 
Agnes Scott 

Then as now, our students can 
think on their feet and excel in in- 
tellectually rigorous competitions, 
as an intrepid Agnes Scott team 
did last spring when they beat out 
24 other teams to win the title in 
the Certamen, a national college 
bowl for classics majors. 

Then as now, we believe in the 
power of a liberal education to pro- 
duce graduates who are thought- 
ful, disciplined and creative think- 
ers with the habits of mind and 
heart to engage the intellectual 
and social challenges of our times. 
Indeed, the short promotional film 
about Agnes Scott included in the 
1966 telecast touched on many of 
the same themes—a rigorous Cur- 
riculum, personal attention from 
excellent faculty, and opportuni- 
ties for writing, speaking, research 
and creative expression—that we 
emphasize today 

The results of the 2010 Na- 
tional Survey of Student Engage- 
ment bear this out, showing that 
Agnes Scott students are more 
academically engaged than their 


peers. The NSSE survey (affec- 
tionately pronounced “Nessie”) 
measures the extent to which 


college students report being in- 
volved in high-quality educational 
experiences inside and outside the 
classroom. The 2010 NSSE survey 
included responses from 362,000 


first-year and senior students

¢ 67 percent of Agnes Scott 


first-year students reported 
reading more than 10 as- 
signed books or book-length 
assignments during their first 
year in college, compared to 
50 percent among liberal arts 
colleges in Agnes Scott's na- 
tional peer group and 37 per- 
cent nationally. 

2 86 percent of Agnes Scott se- 
niors said they had completed 
foreign language courses at 
college, compared with 59 
percent at peer institutions 
and 41 percent nationally.

arts colleges in Agnes Scott's

Of course, some of the things 
we cherish in an Agnes Scott edu- 
cation today result from the ways 
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the college has changed over the 
past few decades. One of the most 
important is the value our students 
gain from living and learning in a 
diverse campus community. Our 
NSSE results bear this out 
e 72 percent of first-year stu- 
dents said they had had se- 


rious conversations with 
students of another race or 
ethnicity, compared to 56 


percent at peer institutions 
and 52 percent nationally 


Finally, we take pride in the 
opportunities today's Agnes Scott 
students have to learn and serve 
off-campus. From — internships, 
study abroad and community ser- 
vice with organizations like the 
Fugees (www.fugeestamily.org) 
and the Global Village School 
(http://globalvillage.typepad. 
com), these opportunities help 
students gain practical wisdom, 
explore career paths and equip 
themselves to make a difference 
in the world. Our NSSE results 
underscore this aspect of an Agnes 
Scott education:

ara Ector Vagliano ‘63 firmly be- 

lieves in the power of “prodding” 
the mind. With her gift to the college 
of a thought-provoking sculpture, 
"Ideal City,” she hopes everyone who 
passes it will feel the mental spark that 
interpreting art inspires. 

"There's nothing like living in an 
interesting and provocative space,” 
Vagliano said. “It's important to have 
a visually challenging environment.” 

The sculpture was created in 1968 
by Italian artist Pietro Consagra. Va- 
gliano gave it to the college in honor 
of Eleanor Newman Hutchens ‘40, 
professor of English, and the late Mer- 
le Grubbs Walker, professor of phi- 
losophy. She says both Agnes Scott 
professors’ prodding had a long-last- 
ing effect on her life. They kindled a 
curiosity and love of learning that has 
remained with Vagliano throughout 
life and several careers, which include 


teaching French at Princeton Uni- 
versity, presiding over a foundation, 
entertainment marketing and sheep 
farming. 

“| adore what they represent—seri- 
ousness, hard work and yet an incredi- 
ble lightness of being,” she said. “They 
were polar opposites but they repre- 
sented two versions of a good life.” 

Both professors challenged her but 
gave her the freedom to extensively 
explore herself and the material they 
were teaching. 

“They never wanted me to become 
themselves, they wanted me to be- 
come me,” Vagliano added. To con- 
gratulate Vagliano on her new job at 
Princeton, Hutchens wrote her a letter 
in 1972, on teaching. 

"As a professor should, you en- 
joy what you profess; that's the main 
thing; and I'm sure you have the 
gumption to learn to enjoy professing 


migration system is. The rules are too 
complex for people to understand 
and follow, and families end up pay- 
ing a high price.” 

“The movie illustrates a simple 
truth—immigrants come here and 
start businesses that contribute to the 
economy. We need a system that al- 
lows immigrants who want to work 
to stay here,” Zavodny said.

level faculty status with “potential 
for assuming executive leadership 
positions at academic health cen- 
ters within the next five years.’ 
The institution bears the $10,000 
cost of the program, and nomina- 
tions must come from either the 
school's dean or CEO 

While ELAM'’s first goal of 
raising the number of women in 
leadership positions is succeed- 
ing, “The second goal is to sustain 
those women,” Morahan said. 

Taking on a deanship “is riskier 
for women,” she said. “They tend 
to have shorter terms than men 
and more difficulty getting a sec- 
ond deanship.” 

When assuming leadership at 
the highest administrative levels, 
"Women are kind of in a double- 
bind ... doomed if they do and 
damned if they don't,” she said. 
Female deans walk a fine line be- 
tween being called too authori- 
tative or indecisive. “They call 
those positions a glass cliff,” Mo- 
rahan said 

The second goal, sustaining 
leadership, reflects Morahan’s ten- 
dency to analyze and improve, to 
sort out what works and discard 
what doesn't. She referenced find- 
ings indicating there must be 20 
to 35 percent minority leadership 
positions to acheive substantive 
change. While ELAM’ overall 
goal is not merely numbers, that 
critical mass could bring about its 
third goal: “a change in the culture 
of academic health centers to val- 
ue the contributions of women.” 

“Diverse teams working togeth- 
er reach better decisions,” Mora- 
han said 

For female executives who are 
often the only woman in the room, 
the network of women leaders that 
ELAM provides is a benefit that 
lasts beyond the fellowship 

Two ELAM alumnae say their 
experience with Morahan was ca- 
reer-changing. 

“l have been fortunate to work 
with, and to have my work, heart 
and mind touched by two or three 
such individuals over my career 
lifetime. Dr. Morahan is one of 
those doctors who so profoundly 
influenced and touched me,” said

Morahan 
focuses on the leadership and 
management components, and 


her work with FAIMER has car- 
ried her to India, South Africa and 
Brazil.

We gets Rickett Sandifer 84 start- 
ed college with the intent to 
help children through medicine. 

"I always thought, in the early 
years, that I'd serve children by 
becoming a pediatrician. As it 
turned out, I still serve children, 
but through education,” Sandifer 
said. 

While she may not wield a 
tongue depressor or stethoscope, 
Sandifer instead created a distin- 
guished career as an education 
volunteer and leader, eventually 
serving as a director on the Na- 
tional School Board Association as 
well as the Georgia School Boards 
Association 

Sandifers natural leadership 
qualities first emerged at Agnes 
Scott. She a member of Mortar 
Board, was dorm president of Re- 
bekah Hall and led the Dolphin 
Club (synchronized swimming) 
and the clogging team 

“It was fun to do some out of 
the box things, like synchronized 
swimming. | felt like | had so many 
leadership opportunities. Agnes 
Scott really nurtures the women 
we become,” she said 

Sandifer also served at Decatur 
High School as a student teacher 
for mathematics while at Agnes 
Scott 

"Student teaching framed who | 
am today. It set the stage for me to 
look after children’s needs," Sandi- 
fer said 

After graduating with a degree 
in mathematics, she worked for 
five years as statistical analyst and 
director of marketing operations 
and also married her husband 
Paul. In 1989, she had the first of 
two sons, Miles and Parks, and de- 
cided to focus on parenthood 

When we had our first child, | 
became a full-time mom," Sandifer 
said 

When her children were still 
quite young, she was diagnosed 
with melanoma in 1995 at age 33 
Thankfully, treatment of the can 
cer was successful but it was a life 
changing event 

When someone survives can- 
cer, i changes their perspective 
on life,” Sandifer said 

While she'd always been active 
in her community, Sandifer trans 
formed her fight against cancer 
Into Inspiration to become even 
more involved. She volunteered 
in several roles for the American 
Cancer Society and was a regular 
fixture in the classrooms of her 
sons and in PTA. And when her 
sons got a little older, Sandifer be- 
gan volunteering as a math tutor at 
a loc al alternative sc hool 
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After years of volunteering in 
schools, Sandifer stepped into a 
leadership role in 1998 when she 
was elected to the Harris County 
Board of Education, where she still 
serves as chair. 

During her time on the board, 
the Harris County school system 
has placed a priority on finding 
community partners; they've been 
key to the success of the county's 
schools, Sandifer said. When the 
school system faced serious short- 
falls in funding, it turned to local 
businesses and organizations to 
help fill the gap rather than cut 
vital programs. The school system 
convinced the community that 
their support of the schools would 
ultimately affect the future of the 
entire county, not just the children 
attending school that year, she 
added. 

“We were fortunate that the 
community believed in what we 
were doing,” Sandifer said. 

Harris County's schools also re- 
ceive a good bit of help from retir- 
ees who live in the area and volun- 
teer at the schools, thanks in part 
to the efforts of the school board, 
Sandifer said. 

After serving on the Har- 
ris County board for nine years, 
Sandifer was then elected to the 
Georgia School Boards Associa- 
tion in 2005, serving as vice presi- 
dent and president from 2005 until 
2008. During that time, she served 


on the Governors Task Force for 


Funding Education in Georgia, the 
Georgia Partnership for Excellence 
in Education and the Commission 
for Local Board Governance, 

Sandifer went on to be elected 
to the board of directors of the Na- 
tional School Boards Association 
in 2007 and served until 2009. Try- 
ing to guide policy at the national 
level presented a different set of 
challenges from either the state or 
local levels, she said. 

In particular, a lack of collabo- 
ration between national, state and 
local school organizations is a sig- 
nificant hurdle for education re- 
form in the United States, Sandifer 
said. Developing strategic plans, 
including best practices that can 
be effective almost anywhere in 
the country, is important but has 
to be balanced with local priorities 
and strategies. 

"I firmly believe in local control 
One size doesn't fit all," she added. 

When she reflects on her life 
and career in education so far, 
Sandifer said she sometimes feels a 
little out of step but definitely sat- 
isfied by what she's accomplished. 

"| sometimes think I've done 
things a little backward from most 
people,” Sandifer said, about her 
decision to have children and then 
a career. “It's interesting how the 
different seasons of life yield dif- 
ferent opportunities.’

V“~ very early in her writing 
career, playwright Jacqueline 
Pardue Goldfinger ‘00 gravitated 
toward the power of dialogue 

When | was in third grade, | 
saw a theater company perform. | 
hadn't had much exposure to the- 
ater and didn't really know what it 
was, but | fell in love with whatev- 
er it was they were doing,” Gold- 
finger said 

Her early writings school 
were frequently packed with dia- 
logue, and a teacher took her aside 
and suggested that she explore 
plays and playwriting. She started

It was at Agnes Scott that Gold- 
finger was introduced to dramatic 
works beyond the core canonized 
plays she'd studied in school. 

“Agnes Scott really opened up 
my walls. It blew open the doors 
of my world,” Goldfinger said. 

Now an award-winning play- 
wright and literary manager at 
the Philadelphia Theatre Com- 
pany, Goldfinger has successfully 
parlayed her love of drama into 
a promising career in theater, But 
the path to becoming a profes- 
sional playwright is often difficult 
to follow, she said 

After graduating from Agnes 
Scott, Goldfinger immediately at- 
tempted to make a career out of 
writing plays and working in the- 
ater but found money was a signifi- 
cant challenge 

| was getting disillusioned. | 
couldn't figure out how to make a 
living at it," Goldfinger said. 

Then a friend convinced her 
to consider attending University 
of Southern California to study 
television writing. She showed 
Goldfinger examples of television 
shows with excellent dialogue and 
overall writing, such as Homicide 
and Six Feet Under. Goldfinger was 


| impressed and realized that televi- 


sion could offer her a way to make 
a living and still write rewarding 
character scenes. 

“Writing for TV is a great way 
to write what you want and still 
make money,” Goldfinger said. 

So she decided to enroll at USC 
and gave television writing a try 
She graduated with a master’s in 
television and screenwriting. 

She started out with intern- 
ships and worked her way up the 
ranks as an assistant to writers on 
several television shows and tele- 
vision movies, including Life of the 
Party. She was also a script reader 
at Lion's Gate Films 

But after doing some theater 
work to make a little extra money, 
she discovered her heart was really 
In live productions not television 

‘| fell in love with theater again,” 
Goldfinger said. “Until you make it 
big on TV, you don't get to write 
in your own voice. | knew | didn't 
want to spend the next 20 years 
writing in other people's voices. | 
just didn't enjoy it.’ 

She went back to theater full 
time and became a literary assis- 
tant for the Center Theatre Group 
and then an artistic assistant at 
La Jolla Playhouse. Meanwhile, 
Goldfinger has worked steadily to 
produce well-received adaptations 
and original plays 

Her published plays include ad 


aptations of A Christmas Carol, Little 
Women and The Ghosts Bargain, as 
well as three original plays, His Last 
Fight, the terrible girls and Skin « Bone 
She's also written several other 
short and full-length plays. 

Most theaters want adaptations 


| of works that have great charac- 


ters and a great story, so adapting 
works is generally easier than cre- 


ating your own, Goldfinger said. 


"It's a fascinating challenge. 
When you're adapting, you have 
to take on the personality of that 
writer,” she added. 

Goldfinger writes her original 
plays on the weekends and admits 
it's sometimes difficult, when so 
much of her job involves writing 
of all kinds and reviewing manu- 
scripts for the Philadelphia The- 
atre Company 

“| typically start by figuring out 
what sort of story I want to tell. | 
start from the story, almost like a 
once upon a time fairy tale,” said 
Goldfinger. “I find that it's nice to 
have a story as a starting point.” 

When she needs inspiration, 
Goldfinger employs a few creative 
strategies, She captures potentially 
inspiring or useful images and ideas 
in a spiral notebook that can some- 
times develop into new stories 

"If | hit a brick wall, | can always 
go back to the notebook," she said. 

To better understand her char 
acters, Goldfinger also often cre- 
ates a first day of schoo] mono- 
logue for each character. 

Her next planned writing 
project is the third of a planned 
Southern Gothic trilogy. The first 
play in the trilogy, the terrible girls, 
premiered in March at the Azu- 
ka Theatre in Philadelphia. The 
theatre teaser for the production 
reads: "A wicked dark comedy of 
friendship, obsession and South- 
ern sensibilities. Accidents seem 
to happen in the little diner off the 
interstate where three friends work 
together and keep a sinister secret 
When one of them hides her own 
terrible secret from the others, ev- 
erything begins to unravel.” 

The second, Skin & Bone, will be 
showcased at several staged read- 
Ings this year. 

Goldfinger was inspired to cre- 
ate Southern Gothic plays by a 
dearth of good examples of the 
genre on stage 

"I've never seen them translate 
well to the stage, which is a shame 
because Southern Gothic stories 
are so visceral,” she said 

Though she's not sure what the 
third play in the trilogy’s theme 
will be, it will definitely continue 
the Southern Gothic theme, she 
said

December, at age 90. The Atlanta 
Journal-Constitutions obituary noted 
Morse's (and her husband, Ches- 
ter's) incredible bequest to the city 
of Decatur. 

“Gene and Chester Morse loved 
their seven-acre oasis in Decatur 
so much they couldn't bear to see 
it displaced by suburbia,” Rick Ba- 
die wrote.

The Morses' daughter, Mary 
Ellen M. Pendergrast, said the fam- 
ily didn't want to see their rare ur- 
ban slice of wild made into a sub- 
division. 

“It was a natural thing for the 
family to do,” she said. “It was the 
only way to keep it from being 
bulldozed, torn down and turned 
into 40 houses or something really 
awful. Growing up, we never real- 
ized how fortunate we were, but 
Mother, as a [Girl Scouts] leader, 
had all of us, and a lot of other 
kids, in the woods learning about 
nature and our amazing world.” 


ture is Chaucer's “Wife of Bath” 
created by the late Nancy Kimmel 
Duncan ‘58. The story goes, she 
lost her ring in the clay, and didn't 
want to destroy her work, below, 
to find it. 

A trail of correspondence led 
to the sculpture being claimed 
by Duncan's daughter, Lucy. Dur- 
ing those exchanges, a portrait 
emerged.

Duncan died in 2004, after 
what appears to have been a vivid 
life.

Charlotte Artese, associate 
professor of English, presented the 
paper “They will not intercept my 
tale’: Classical and Oral Traditions 
in Shakespeare's Titus Andronicus,” at 
the American Folklore Society an- 
nual meeting in October 2010. 

Sarah Blanshei’s book, Politics 


and Justice in Medieval Bologna, was | 


published by Brill last year. It is 
described as the first book to in- 
vestigate the practice of summary 
justice in a late medieval Italian 
commune. Blanshei is a former 
dean of the college and professor 
emerita of history. 

Barbara Blatchley, associate 
professor of psychology, signed a 
contract in August with Cengage 
Press (Wadsworth Publishing) to 
publish an introductory statistics 
textbook, “Statistics in Context,” 
scheduled for release in 2012. It 
will cover statistical analyses re- 
quired of and by students in the 
natural and social sciences, as well 
as communication in writing of the 
results. The book also describes 


statistics’ role in history and use in | 


the modern world. 

Also in August, Blatchley began 
the first study funded by a National 
Institutes of Health grant to fund 
three studies scheduled through 
the next academic year. They will 
examine the role of maternal care 
and individual personality charac- 
teristics in the development of the 
stress reaction in laboratory rats. 
ASC students majoring in neuro- 
science or psychology will have 
the opportunity to participate.

Lara Denis, professor of phi- 
losophy, chair of the department 
and director of the ethics program, 
was published in Kantian Review last 
year. The article was titled, “Hu- 
manity, Obligation, and the Good 
Will; An Argument against Dean's 
Interpretation of Humanity.” It 
explored the relation between 
humanity and a good will within 
Kant's moral theory by criticizing 
one recent interpretation and pro- 
viding a new analysis of the role of 
humanity in ethical obligation. 

Also, her book, Kants Metaphysics 
of Morals: A Critical Guide was pub- 
lished by Cambridge University 
Press last year. The volume brings 
together original essays by a dozen 
Kant scholars from the US, UK 
and Germany. They address cen- 
tral and contentious questions re- 
garding Kant's moral and political 
theory, particularly as articulated 
within his Doctrine of Right and 
Doctrine of Virtue (the two parts 
of the Metaphysics of Morals). The 
book includes her own essay “Free- 
dom, Primacy, and Perfect Duties 
to Oneself,” which argues for an 
understanding of the primacy of 
perfect duties to oneself in terms

of their special relation to freedom. | 


Megan O. Drinkwater, assis- 
tant professor of classics, saw the 


publication of the second edition | 


of her book Selections from Herodotus 
(co-editor, Amy L. Barbour) by 
the University of Oklahoma Press. 
For the 2011 edition, Drinkwater 
added margin notes that identify 
the selections in this standard text 
of Herodotus for undergraduate 
use by chapter and line number, 
making it possible for users to 
cross-reference Barbour's text with 
online tools such as the Perseus 


Project, scholarly commentaries | 


and research on the Histories. It is 
the “first update to take advantage 
of technological advances the au- 
thor (who taught at Smith Col- 
lege) could never have imagined," 
she said. The update also keeps 
pace with advances in undergradu- 
ate education, as students are now 
expected to do independent re- 
search in Greek and Latin classes in 
ways undreamed of by the original 
author. “This project grew directly 
out of my teaching of Herodotus 
at Agnes Scott,” Drinkwater said. 
In January, Drinkwater was a 
roundtable participant for a semi- 
nar titled “Allusion and Intertex- 
tuality in Classical Historiogra- 
phy,” at American Philological 
Association annual meeting in San 
Antonio, Texas
